A public meeting was held on Thursday week, in the 
Merchants’ Hall, Glasgow, on behalf of the Scottish Upiscopal Church Society, 
the Earl of Home presiding. The chief dignitaries of the Scottish Episov- 
palian Church, as well as its leading lay members, took part in the proceed- 
ings. Numerous speeches were delivered, amongst them one by the Bishop of 
London, who was present by invitation, It was unanimously agreed that the 
remuneration of the clergy of the Church is at present shamefully inadequate, 
and that every exertion must be made to raise funds sufficient to enable the 
society to secure for the bizhops a fixed annual income of £500, independent of 
any endowment or local contributions connected with their particalar sees; 
and to secure £150 a year clerical income and a free house to every incumbent, 
as well as to endow the various incambencies to such an extent that each may 
have £100 per annum of permanent income arising from fixed capital. 


At. Newcastle, on Tuesday morning, Mr. Robert Ward, pro- 
prietor of the North of England Advertiser, applied to the sitting magistrates 
for a summons against the Brothers Davenport, who have just concluded 
series of séances in that town. Mr. Ward stated that the Davenporte, 
by professing to show spiritual manifestations, had obtained money to the 
amount of about £100 from the people of Newcastle, and that he himsclf had 
been defranded of a guinea. By their professions the Brothers Davenport had 
induced large numbers to attend their séances, where certain alleged spiritual 
manifestations took place, but which he believed to be nothing but a swindle, 
and that the moncy, therefore, had been obtained under false pretences, He 
submitted that snch persons could be punished the same as fortune-tellers 
were, The chairman said that he himself did not believe in those silly exhi- 
bitions, but he did not think the magistrates had power to grant a summons 
in the case, If people would be so foolish as to pay their money to witness 
such exhibitions, it could not be said that they had been deluded by false 
pretences, The Bench refused the application,

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PROFESSOR TYNDALL, ON LUMINOUS AND OBSCURE RADIA- 
TION begins the Philosophical Magazine for November. After referring to 
the discoveries of Sir William Herschel, Sir John Herschel, and }.. ‘oni 
respecting the obecure rays of the red end of the spectrum, he says :—* Dr, 
Akin inferred, from the paucity of luminous rays evident to the eye, and a 
like paucity of extra-violet rays, as proved by the experiments of Dr. Miller, 
that the radiation from a flame of hydrogen must be mainly extra red; and 
he concluded from this that the glowing of platinum wire in a hydrogen 
flame, as also the brightness of the Drummond light in the oxylydrogen 
flame, was produced by a change in the period of vibration.” Dr. Tyndall 
tlds, that by a different mode of reasoning he arrived at the same conclusion. 
The present paper contains a description of his numerous experiments demon- 
strating the character of the radiation from a hydrogen flame under a varic 
of conditions, the apparatus employed, and the results obtained. V 
select a few of the results, Fifty experiments on the radiant heat of 
a hydrogen flame make the transmission of its rays throngh a quantity 
of iodine, which is perfectly opaque to light, 100 per cent. To the radiation 
from a hydrogen flame the dissolved iodine is therefore perfectly transparent. 
It is aleo sensibly transparent to the radiation from solid bodies heated 
under incandercence, and to the obscure rays emitted by luminous 
bodies. Professor Tyndall found that, dividing the radiation from a 
platinnom wire raised to a dazzling whiteness by an electric current 
into twenty-four equal parts, one of these parts is luminous and twenty- 
three obscure; dividing the radiation from the most brilliant portion 
of a flame of coal-gas into twenty-five eqnal parte—one of those parts 
is luminous and twenty-four obecure ; dividing the radiation from the electric 
light emitted by carbon points and excited by a Grove’s battery of forty cells 
into ten equal parts, one of these parts ix luminous and nine obscure, We 
have only space for the following remarkab!e conclusions :—‘‘ On a tolerably 
clear night a candle flame can be readily seen at the distance of a mile. 
The intensity of the light used by me 60 times that 
of a good composite and the non-luminous radiation from 
the coal pointe which reaches the retina is equal to twice the luminons, it 
follows that at a common distance of a foot the ene rgy of the invisible rays of 
the electric light which reach the optic nerve, but are incompetent to provoke 
vision, is 1300 times that of the light of acandle. But the intensity of th 
candle’s light at the distance of a mile is less than a 20,000,000th of its int: 
sity at the distance of a foot; hence the energy which renders the candlk per- 
fectly visible a mile off would have to be multiplied by 1300 x 20,000,000, or 
by 26,000,000,900, to bring it up to the intensity of that powerless radiation 
which the eye receives from the electric light at a goog distance.

| was the commencement, it is scarcely possible, humanly speaking, to 
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overrate the influence of the event which the Mertonians met to 
celebrate festively in June last—in honour of the memory of their 
illustrious founder, Walter de Merton. Oxford has been well 
described as a mass of towers, pinnacles, and spires, rising in the 
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bosom of a valley from groves 
which hide all buildings but such 
as are consecrated to some wise 
and holy purpose; “but,” as we 
lately comarked,” “not one of 
them exceeds in thoughtful 
interest the model college of 
Merton, with its six centuries of 
religious and secular history and 
civilisation, and its picturesque 
illustrations of the best periods of 
English architecture.” The reader 
who is acquainted with the college 
annals will be reminded by its 
vinnacled tower and its famous 
fitdery that this was the earliest 
home of science of a decidedly 
English school ; and that for two 
centuries there was no other foun- 
dation, either in Oxford or Paris, 
which could at all come near it in 
the cultivation of the sciences. 
* Of the institutions to which we 
ascribe an immemorial antiquity,” 
says a contemporary, “there is 
scarcely one in a hundred that is 
not modern by comparison with 
this, the first of English colleges. 
In the year 1264, when Merton 
was founded, the House of Com- 
mons did not exist ; the first writs 
of summons to cities and boroughs 
were not issued till the next 
December, and the first regular 
Parliament was not assembled till 
1265. The Court of Common 
Pleas was already established at 
Westminster ; but the two other 
superior courts had not yet 
acquired a fixed abode or a sepa- 
rate jurisdiction. Not one of those 
companies which we are wont to 
reckon among the most ancient 
features of our most ancient city 
had then received its charter, 
The age of chivalry still tyrannised 
over commercial enterprise and 
intellectual aspirations. France 
was still ruled by St. Louis, who 
had not undertaken the last of the 
Crusades. England was overrun 
with foreign adventurers, lay and 
clerical, and racked with civil war; 
for the Battle of Lewes was fought 
in this very year, and the Battle of 
Evesham in the year following.” 
Oxford was already a place of 
great resort for students; but its 
“studies were overridden by 
scholastic logic and theological 
disputation. About this time 
there arose one who was to intro- 
duce altogether a new order of 
things. Such was Walter de 
Merton, named from the place of 
his nativity, a village in Surrey, 
whose abbey, founded in Norman 
times, is celebrated in our history, 
and whose head sat in Parliament 
as a mitred abbot. At the Priory 
School was educated Walter de 
Merton; he is said to have studied 
at Oxford, at Mauger Hall, now 
the Cross Inn, in the Corn Market. 
He was in holy orders as early as 
1237. Uniting the legal with the 
clerical profession, according to 
the practice of that age, he became 
eminent in the courts of West- 
minster Hall, particularly in the 
Chancery department, In 1260 
he was called to the high office of 
Chancellor of England, and in 1274 
he became Bishop of Rochester. His 
employment in secular affairs of 
the highe st importance did not

On All Saints’ Day, the venerable little parish church ef 
Coleby, near Lincoln, dedicated more than seven centuries since in the name 
of All Saints, was appropriately reopened for Divine service, after having beea 
closed three months for improvements and repairs. 


A new church, a fine specimen of Gothic, approximating 
to the Early Decorated, situated in Raleigh-street, Nottingham, was conse- 
crated on Thursday week by the Bishop of Lincoln. The church is built at 
the expense of Mr. William Windley, silk merchant, Nottingham, at a cost, 
including endowment, of £20,000, There are 800 seats, half of which are free. 

The beautiful church which for some time past has been in 
course of erection at Wiesbaden is completed, and was opened, with befitting 
slemnity, for public worship on the Ist inst., the festival of All Saints. The 
church is built in the Gothic style. The carrying forward of the undertakiag 
has been due to the efforts of the Rev. J. Brine, Chaplain at Wiesbaden. 

The church of St. Benet, Gracechurch, at the corner of Fen- 
church-strect, is about to be removed, and the benefice to be united with the 
rectory of Allhallows, Lombard-street, under the Bishop of London's Union of 
Benefices Act. Out of the proceeds of the sale of the church a new churck 
is to be erected in the parish of Stepney, to be dedicated to St. Benet, with 
an endowment of £300 a year for the Incumbent. 


On All Saints’ Day, the chief pillar-stone of St. Philip's 
Chapelry, Sydenham, was laid by the Earl of Dartmouth. The new church 
will contain 700 people, 400 seats being set apart for the poor. When St. 
Michacl's, another chapelry, has been consecrated, on the 16th of this month, 
there will be church accoramodation in Sydenham for 2200 persons. St. Philip's 
will afford room for 700 more, bringing up the number to 2900—about half 
the actual population. The Kev. Charles English has been for twenty-one 
years Incumbent of St. Bartholomew's, Sydenham. 


A new church was consecrated at Withycombe on Thursday 
week by the Bishop of Jamaica, acting for the Bishop of Excter. The site of 
the church was granted by Mr. J. Wood, who also subscribed £1000, whilst 
Lady Rolle gave £500; Mr. J. Brice, £400; Mr. 0.

A. CHARGE is sometimes pre- 
ferred against artists for not 
painting “ pictures.” They paint 
studies and things which can 
only be regarded as superior 
articles: of upholstery, but not 
pictures. No doubt there is, 
occasionally, truth in this 
charge. Lut we must remem- 
ber that to paint a work that 
shall rank as a picture, in the 
higher sense of the word, de- 
mands an outlay of thought, 
time, and capital which an 
artist is not always in a posi- 
tion to afford, Then there are 
artists who, though working 
very acceptably within certain 
limits, are incapable of long sus- 
tained exertion, and invariably 
fail in their more elaborate 
attempts. Above all, however, 
it should be borne in mind that, 
before an artist can possibly 
succeed in painting a fine pic- 
ture he must not only produce 
numerous tentative studies for 
the subject in hand, but also 
have painted a large number of 
subjects of minor and progressive 
degrees of difficulty. Moreover, 
why should not an artist, for 
his own gratification and profit, 
when he meets with a de- 
sirable model, do as Mr. Yeames 
has done with the little subject 
we have engraved—paint it 
with a. given expression, and 
introduce such appropriate ac- 
cessories as shall suggest a 
story, or, at all events, a situa- 
tion interesting and romantic ? 
We admit that when these 
studies are artificial and the 
sentiment in them is forced, 
frivolous, and not perfectly pure, 
they may be highly objection- 
able. But this artist’s study is 
entirely free from any possible 
objection of this sort; indeed, 
it is noticeably different in its 
treatment from the majority of 
similar subjects. The character 
of model, the expression, and 
the painting are alike simple, 
natural, and unaffected. And, 
as regards our preceding re- 
marks, they cannot be misun- 
derstood, secing that Mr.

WRECK OF THE CANADIAN STEAM-SHIP JUBA, 
LIVERPOOL. 
Onx of our I)ustrations this week represents the 
and Montreal Ocean Steam-ship Navigation Company's royal mail 
steam-ship Jura, upon a sandbank called Cresby Point, between 
Crosby and Waterloo, near the mouth of the Mersey. The Jura, 
which left Quebec on the 22nd ult., had made her passage across the 
Atlantic, and landed her despatches at Londonderry at six o’clock in 
the evening of Wednesday week, on her way round the north coast of 
Ireland to enter St. George’s Channel. She arrived at the Bell Buoy, 
off the entrance to the Mersey, soon after midnight, and took a pilot 
on board. She made for the Formby Channel in coming into the 
river, and, citber from a miscalculation of d nee or from mistaking 
the ¢ rosby light for that of the north docks, she got outside the 
channel and ran upon the “ Crosby Spit ” or ** Crosby Point,” a narrow 
sandbank running out between Crosby and Waterloo. She was 
steaming full speed at the time. fore part of her keel 
became fixed in the bank, t stern hanging in deep water, 
but it was hoped she would be got off the next flood-tide. 
Signals of distress brought steam-tenders, tugs, and lighters 
to her aid, and her mails, specie, passengers, and part of the 
cargo, principally grain, were safely got out by an early hour. Soon 
after six o'clock she parted amidships, and since that time her stern 
has been gradually settling down. The sketch we have engraved was

SCENES IN JAPAN, 
THE STRAIT AND HARBOUR OF SIMONOSAKI., 

Tne latest news from Japan informs us that the expectation of a 
renewal of hostilities between the allied European forces and the 
Daimios or vassal princes of the Japanese empire has already bees 
realised in the manner predicted by this Journal, a fortnight ago, upor 
the authority of a letter from our Special Correspondent at Yokohama. 
In our Number of the 29th ult., when we gave a view of the British 
squadron lying in the harbour of Yokohama, we stated that it would 
probably be sent, in company with the French and Dutch ships of 
war on that station, to chastise the Prince of N: agato for his conduct 
recently in firi upon H.M.S. Cormorant when she attempted te 
enter the Inland Sea through the Strait of Simonosaki. It has since 
been announced that this expedition has been carried out with perfect 
snces the forts or batteries erected by the Prince of Nagato having 
been attacked by the allied squadron and the passage forced, in spite 
of an obstinate resistance. The Japanese were obliged to sue for 
peace. We now therefore present a series of Engravings, from 
ketches made by Mr. F. L. Bedwell, showing the appearance of the 
coast this entrance to the Sea of Suwonada,or Inland Sea, with a 
View of the Strait of Simonosaki, and one of the town and harbour 
of that name. In our next wee publication we shall give some 
Illustrations of the severe conflict in which the British, French, and 
Dutch ships of war engaged the batteries of Nagato. We have 
received from our Correspondent, Mr. C. Wirgman, who was present 
with the allied squadron, the sketches he made from actual observa- 
tion of the fight. 

A small map or plan of the Strait of Simonosaki, from a drawing 
furnished by Captain F’. Brine, appeared in this Journal about atwelve- 
month ago, It must first be understood that the so-called “ Inland 
Sea,” which is about 240 miles long and from twenty to sixty miles 
is inclosed between the three islands of Niphon, Kiu-Siu, and 
Sikok, which constitute the main provinces of the Jap auese empire. 
The position of this sea may therefore be compared to that of § t. 
George’s Channel and the neighbouring waters, having England 
Ireland, and Scotland upon its shores. There are three entrances to 
the Sea of Suwonada — one by the Bungo Channel, from the south- 
e by the Kino Channel, from the north-east; and one 
south-west, by the Strait of Simonosaki, w 
from the larger island of Niphon. Many 
Osacca, e centre of aristocratic fashion, and 
the residence of the Japanese Pontiff or ecclesiastical 
Emperor (the political Emperor, or Tycoon of Jeddo, being a distinct 
person) are situ 1ated either upon the shores of the Inland Sea or in 
such a position that it affords the readiest approach to them. It is, 
consequently, the main channel of internal traffic, and is navigated 
by thousands of small vessels which do not encounter the risks of the 
outer ocean,

its shores is 
reaching the

only a quarter of a mile broad. The scenery of 
varied and picturesque—the luxuriant vegetation 
water's edge around the base of the hills shows 
in our first Engraving. To the right is observed a ve 
dangerous rock, situated in mid-channel; it is, however, well 
marked by a stone pillar. There is a tradition about this rock that ia 
the early as ays of Japanese history, one of the Emperors having beer 
murdered and his throne scized by the usurper, the infant heir of the 
rightful Sovereign was saved by a nurse; and she, in making her 
escape across the strait, was wrecked, but fortunately succeeded in 
reaching this rock, whence they were eventually rescued by some 
fishermen, and in due course the son recovered his father’s throne. 
How far this tradition is really correct is, we believe, very doubtful. 
It may be remarked that the current runs very swiftly through this 
channel, and is of great assistance to the numberless junks whic ch pasa 
that way. 

Our second Ilustration on the same page is a view of the Town and 
Harbour of Simonosaki. A large number of junks of all sizes stop at 
this town to obtain water and other necessaries, on their way through 
the Inland Sea. It is situated in a very commanding position for the 
purposes of trade, and might become a flourishing seaport if opened 
to foreign commerce. Junks of the largest size and of the most 
me build are here to be met with. They are all more or leas 

ornamented with copper devices on their stems; but they have, in 
general, a very clumsy appearance, and their sailing qualities, as may 
be ims agined, are not very good. Our third View is taken from the nar- 
rowest part of the pass, and is the first glimpse obtained of the Inland 
Sea itself, the deep blue water of which, contrasted with the dazzling 
white sails of the numberless vessels continually passing over it, 
affords a lively and pleasing scene. 

As an accompaniment to these Views of Simonosaki, we give, 
on another page, a view of the Night Guard of the Tycoon’s Palace 
at Jeddo, in their quaint military costume, with a lantern in eve ry 
man’s hand. Below this is a view of the famous volcanic mountain 
Fu siyama, as seen from the summit of a bluff near the British quart ere 

uma. This mountain, 11,000 ft, or 12,000 ft. high, and always 

crowned with snow, resembles the Peak of Teneriffe in its shape and

at Charlottetown, the capital of Prince Edward Island, where the 
subject was first mooted and the preliminaries of negotiation agreed 
upon. We are enabled this week to publish an Illustration of that 
event, which must hereafter be esteemed one of great historical 
interest. We refer to the view of Province House, Charlottetown, the 
building in which the deputies of Upper and Lower Canada, with all 
the maritime provinces, held their first meeting. It is from a photo- 
graph by Mr. G. P. Roberts, of St. John, New Brunswick. The por- 
traits of Mr. George Brown, Mr. A. F. Galt, and Mr. G. E. Cartier, 
three of the leading members of the present Canadian Government, 
are engraved on the same page, from photographs by Messrs. Ellisson 
and Co., of Quebec. 

“It appears,” says a correspondent at Quebec, “that there are in 
reality no difficulties in the matter that threaten to be insurmount- 
able, since all the colonies are desirous of union if their local Legis- 
latures be preserved for local purposes. It is suggested, moreover, 
that the confederation ought to be known by one distinct name, which 
might be either ‘ Canada’ or ‘ Acadia.’ The colonists desire that their 
union may be erected into a Viceroyalty under the British Crown, and 
they would like to have one of the Royal Princes to reign over them.”

ANCIENT SCULPTURE IN THE BRITISH MUSEUM, 


THE pieces of sculpture which were lately bought for the British 
Museum from the collection in the Farnese Palace at Rome, belonging 
to the ex-King of Naples, are now at the Museum, and are thought to 
be of some importance. One of them is the celebrated Farnese 
Mercury, nearly identical in pose and scale with the Mercury in the 
Belvedere of the Vatican, and greatly resembling the celebrated 
statue in the gallery at Lansdowne House. We have engraved a 
representation of this fine statue. The figure on the opposite 
side is the unique ancient classical copy of the Diadumenos of 
Polycletus, so called from the athlete ly 8 represented in the 
act of binding a diadem round his head, one of the two acknowledged 
masterpieces of Polycletus, used by the ancients as a canon of pro- 
portions for the human figure. This and the Doryphorus were the 
two greatest works of that master. The figure in the centre of our 
Engraving is a Satyr, with the Infant Bacchus in hishand. The 
new purchases also include a magnificent group, with the statue of a 
Roman Emperor of the heroic size; the head, which ap not 
originally to have belonged to the body, is that of Caligula. Two 
other statues are an Apollo, a naked figure, of very fine proportions, 
but a good deal restored ; Mercury and Hersé, also much restored ; 
a well-modelled figure of a Macedonian king ; and a male torso of the 
best period,

THe screw-steamer Great Britain, which arrived at Liverpool on the

on the 12th of September and two or three following days, in the 
neighbourhood of Cape Horn. We have been fevoused by Mr. G. T. 
Horne, one of the passengers, with a sketch of one of the groups of 
icebergs and with a set of drawings which represent the fantastic 
shapes of each iceberg separately ; but while the latter may be worthy 
of inspection for the sake of their scientific interest, we have preferred 
the general view shown in our Engraving. Ninety-five icebergs 
were seen on the first day, but the total number counted was 212. 
Sometimes the vessel pas a group of ten or twelve thickly 
crowded together. A very heavy sea was running, and the wind 
blew almost a gale, with snow-squalls every few minutes, and 
clouds as black as night. A small printed paper, entitled “‘The 
Great Britain Chronicle,” which was edited by Mr. Hatton, another 
passenger, during the voyage, reports the occurrence of this phe- 
nomenon a fortnight after sailing from Hobson’s Bay. “It is a 
wonderful sight,” observes the journalist, “just like Dover cliffs 
floating along. We are surrounded by a complete sea of ice. Passed 
eighty-three icebergs altogether to-day. Captain Gray is very anxious ; 
he and three mates and four men on the look-out ; I think him a first- 
rate seaman.” We may here remark that, towards the end of the 
voyage, Captain Gray, Lieutenant of the Royal Naval Reserve, who 
has been commander of the Great Britain for ten years past, received 
from the passengers a gratifying testimonial of their esteem. Mr. 
Petersen and the other officers of the ship, including Dr. Alexander, the 
surgeon, were likewise thanked by those who had been under their care,

THE NATIONAL GALLERY: NEW PROCESS OF RESTORING 
PICTURES. 


THE National Gallery was reopened to the public on Monday last, 
after the usual autumnal recess. Frequently on the annual openi 
several new purchases, gifts or bequests, are submitted to the publi 
for the first time. On the present occasion there is only one 1 
picture, but that one is of very considerable value and interest in 
relation to the history of art. ‘The subject to which we wish mcre 
particularly to call the reader’s attention is, however, the application, 
during the vacation, to some of the finest works in the collection, of a 
process for renovating pictures—it professes to be nothing short cf 
this—discovered on the Continent, and of which some mystericue, 
almost incredible, and occasionally contradictory, reports have reached 
the English art-public. 

Let us, however, first speak of the new acquisition to the gallery. 
This, then, is a fine picture, by Carlo Crivelli, signed and dated 148, 
and has been presented to the nation by Lord Taunton. It is painted 
in tempera, though Van Eyck’s “secret” of painting in oil was 
known to and practised by several Italian painters at the date 
specified ; but, notwithstanding that it is executed in a medium which 
afforded few of the resources of oil for securing richness and force 
by transparent glazings, it sufficiently indicates that feeling fcr 
colour which was one of the earliest as well as the most prominent 
characteristics of the Venetian school. We see here the germ of what 
was rapidly developed to such glorious results through the maestri 
Jan Bellini, Giorgione, Titian, and Veronese. But, though the 
colouring generally is remarkable for the period, the flesh is 
poor; the design is hard, stiff, and archaic; the composit'cn
